He was last 
seen at abou t 4 o’clock Su nday 
afternoon, and w'as missed when 
the cou nt was tak en at 4:30. 
Prison 
records 
showed 
that 
Meyers w'as received on M arch 13, 
1918, from Logan cou nty after he 
had pleaded gu ilty to the m u rder 
of his wife. He was 27 years old 
when adm itted. 
W arden Joseph O’G rady report­ 
ed that M eyers had-been work ing 
in the k itchen in the adm inistra­ 
tion bu ilding du ring the afternoon. 
He had been serving as cook to 
the depu ty w arden since Dec. 14, 
1939. 
Meyers had served in variou s 
tru sty positions since entering the 
penitentiary, and it was reported 
that his condu ct had always been 
satisfactory.

“From a height of 1,500 m eters (about 4,9 00 feet) they 
dropped with great regularity bombs weighing more than 1,000 
kilogram s (about 2.200 pounds) each, tracing v eritable paths of 
destruction and returning to the place w here they started to 
attack the next strip of land. 
"An area of 15 to 20 square kilom eters (S.7-7.7 square m iles) 
thus was dev astated entirely, not a hou.se rem aining standing.

N E experim ent on the outskirts 
of 
Lincoln 
should be w atched 
with 
unusual interest. 
Eighty acres of land, lying directly south of the 
Burlington yards, in the Salt creek bottoms, hav e 
been planted to asparagus on land slightly alka­ 
line but said to be unusually well adapted to the 
production of the plant. 
It will be four years before the asparagus fields 
reach full production, although their owner anti­ 
cipates a considerable yield in the spring of 19 41. 
Asparagus is planted from the root. 
Under ideal 
conditions throughout the spring, the ground was 
prepared, and the stand which has achiev ed a 
healthy growth m a few weeks promises a rich 
rew ard. 
As a commercial crop asparagus has receiv ed 
but little attention in Nebraska. 
Across the Mis­ 
souri in Iowa, opposite N ebraska City some of the 
low lying, and extrem ely fertile bottoms hav e been 
planted to asparagus, and the yield has been highly 
successful.
